diction points at the Society, I will not engage with 
Oppolers ; but m2-thinks the judicious eye of learged 
Stapletex would never in his application have aimed at 
the Jeſuites , unleſs the ſpecifical marks intended by 
the Prophefie were in them viſibly apparent. Think 
but of the multitude of diflolute ana carnal perſons , 
who at firit either out of curioſity , importunity of 
friends, or remorie of conſcience, have enter'd their 
ſpiritual Exerciſe ; and conſider how they have retutn'd 
hke Gold out of the Furnace , become joy to Angels, 
and high examples of a heavenly reformation, Give 
elory to God, and let Envy ſay, Digiti Det hic eſt. 

That tedious and infiped employment of Cate- 
chiſing and Teaching Children , which: no wo-ldly ho- 
nor ,. but much labour and patience attends, 1s the 
mſtitution of the Sec:ety, nay, the main Pillar that ſup- 
ports the Structure, to the great. advancement of C hri- 
[tianity , and confuhon of Herefhie, In this charge I 
have known Jeſuits, who ( after they had laudably 
performed the chiefeft Offices in the Socrety ) have 
ſpent with alacrity the remainder of their days, If you 
turn them out of Schools , ſhut the doors after , for

I am confident fince my 'remembrance , almoſt. a 
thouſand Youths of this Nation have been ſucceſlively 
in their Schools ; produce of 'them one ſufficient wit- 
neſs that will attett, that hz was ever taught opinions 
either to Neighhour or. Magiſtrate permeveus, or when 
they laid their ſouls open for remedy of fins , which 
youth or folly might fave led them unto , whether 
appHjee found thoſe abhominable caſes applyed to 
their ſouls for cure , or not rather the wine and* Oyl of 
the good Samaritan poured into their wounds. 

- A lubſtantial part of the Engltth Clergy owe [thoſe 
Tafents of learning and vertue , with which they are 
endued, to the: Schools of the S: 0.ety: and the: holy 
Orders of St. Benner and St. Francs acknowledge a 
high obligation for many eminent Perſons now incor- 
porated amongſt them. Can any body think, that the 
Teſmits are the monſters that breed all ſedition and 
damnable opinions, and that none of thoſe ſhould riſe 
in judgment againſt them ? But onthe contrary, the 
belt Biſhops ot all Nations require daily their aſti- 
tance ; the wiſeſt and holieſt of Benedittize Abbots 
have been th2ir Friends and Founders. 

If the Intere!t of the Society were any thing elſe bu: 
God's honor and glory, or were the jeſmirs ſuch ſelf- 
ſeekers as ſome pretend, could it poſſibly be hidden 
from ſuch judicious and pierceing eyes ? A chief Su-

With how much braſs muſt that countenance 
be tover'd , who could accuſe Mr. Srmmons of pro- 
curing at Rome the candemnation of certain Propo- 
fitions , when there are many in Lowdon that can 
avouch , he employ'd his whole intereſt to effe& the 
contrary ? Never more let the Author ſet Pen to Pa- 
per, unleſs it be to ſign his Recantation ; He that 
will commit ſuch blind errors at noon-day , may well 
tumble in the dark when he rakes the aſhes of the 
dead ; who, under the name of Catholick; does blaſt 
more fowlly the memory of thoſe dead Perſons , than 
the ſurviving Records of their Examination.

But the acknowledoing in Popes a power of depo- 
fing Kings , is the crime which arms all foyal hearts 
avainſt Feſmits ; this, this is the Article of faith proper 
to the Society ! for the condemning which, ' Racks and 
Laws have been invented : Here is the Jox4s , who 
have cauſed all the forms of Perſecution on Catholicks.

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theſe following confiderations onght to be weighed. 

A Congreeation held 1 606, and confirmed by their 
General Claudins Aquaviva, commanded all Sub jets 
of the Soctety , in vertue of holy obedience, to forbear 
the teaching, that Popes can depoſe Princes, By this 
'tis evident, that Jeſ:ts conceive this Depofing Power 
to be no part of their belief: For 'tis an obligation 
indiſpencable to all Chriftians, not onely to believe 
all Articles of Faith , but alſo openly to profeſs them 
when occaſion requires ; and no command of any 
Superior whatioever can excuſe him from being an 
Apoſtata, who publickly, or by filence , tacitly denies 
or refuſes to profeſs any Article , though his inward 
perſwafion be the contrary. 

Upon examination we ſhall find, that this pre- 
tended Article of Faith ſhrinks into a Problematical 
Doarine, which (having its Full and Wane, according 
to the ConjunRtion with States and Perſons ) muſt ne- 
ceſlarily cauſe a Schiſm , if we impute Herefie to the 
Maintainers either of the Aſhrmative or negative 
part; for, as Unity in Faith is the foundation of Com- 
munion Feclefialtick, fo Herehe is a crime of that 
high 'nature, as .it denounces' zpſo fatto Separation. 
Hence the incommodious and circumltantial expreſſion 
of diſavowing the Depoſing Power as Heretical, inthe 
Oath of Allegiance , bars not onely Jeſw:ts, but all 
Catholicks from taking it. When I deteſt from my 
heart all opinions offenſive to Government, that man- 
ner of expreſſing, which adds nothing of ſecurity to my 
Prince , but evidently canſes a rent amongſt Chriſti- 
ans , and caſt dirt upon our fore-fathers , ought to be 
catefully avoided. IfIam required to lay down my 
Arms , *twould be malice to caſt them in ſo unlucky a 
poſture, as thereby to wound my Neighbour.

The Rebels in Bohemia did believe the Feſurts to 
be of ſuch a Monarchical temper , that they conceived 
themſelves not ſufficiently ſecur'd in their .ways , by 
throwing: headlong the Imperial Commiſſioners outoE 
a high Tower in Pragme, unleſs they had compleated 
their work by expelling the Jeſuits , which: they pre- 
ſently performed, - Cardinal R:cheles, after'the Siege 
of Rochel, erected there a Colledge of Jeſuits, judg- 
ing that more effeRual to covtain the Revolters in 
their due obedience to his Chriſtian Majeſty, than any 
Cittadel or Canons the «l{tzwa ratio Regum.
